Prices  on  the  Liverpool  fruit  auction  on  Wednesday,  NovembeF  6» 
for  both  boxed  and  barreled  apples  ranged  somewhat  below  those  of  last 
week,  according  to  A  cable  to  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Buj-eau  of  Agri- 
cultural Economics  fron»  Mr.  F,  A,  Motz,  fruit  specialist  of  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture  in  Europe.    Prices  paid  ioT  Tork 
Imperials  were  on  the  everaige  only  slightly  above  the  prices  fo*  th^* 
corresponding  week  of  last  year,  however,  other  barreled  varieties  wei>e 
Belling  at  considerably  higher  prices  than  last  year.    Boxed  Jonathana 
were  realizing  over  a  dollar  more  per  box  fo»  all  grades  this  yea»  than 
last,    York  Iraperiale  were  in  liberal  supply,  while  supplies  other 
barreled  apples  were  light.    Barreled  apples  were  in  generally  en- 
ditlon,  but  showing  a  large  percentage  ^f  slacks,    B^?xed  ajjples  we»e  in 
good  condition. 

The  liberal  supplies  of  York  Itnperialo  net  a  modprate  demand,  U.  S» 
No.  1,  24  inch  grade  realizing  $5.60  to  $6,C8.    The  supplies  of  Virginia 
Ben  Davis,  Winesaps  and  Black  Twigs  were  light*  and  all  met  a  good  demand. 
Unclassified  2i  inch  stock  of  Ben  Davis  brought  $4.68  to  $5.25,  Winesaps 
$6.08  to  $6.57,  and  Black  Twigs  $5.11  to  $5.84. 

Washington  Jonathans,  Extra  fancy,  150/X§3/l76,  sold  at  from  $3.28 
to  $3.35.    Sizes  188/ smaller  of  the  same  grade  sold  at  $3.04  to  $3.28. 
Fancy  Winter  Bananas  from  Washington,  size  150/l63/l75,  sold  at  $2.80  to 
$2.86,  while  the  Combination  Extra  fancy  and  fancy,  188/ ©mailer,  brought 
$2.68  to  $2.86. 

Prices  of  American  barrpled  anti  boxed  apples  we*P5  slightly  l^wer 
in  London  than  Liverpool.    Supplies  of  Canadian  barreled  applep  in  Ldnd#n
